THE PRICE OF GAS. ~ 


The Standard Oil company of New Jersey comes 


•forward in the current issue of its house organ to 
explain the reasons for the recent reductions in the 
price of gasoline. 
They can be stated in one work—overproduc- 


tion. 


Now that is news. 
For some time now the suspicion has existed 


among- all classes of the American people'that the 
gasoline industry was more closely organized than 
perhaps any'other individual line. 
The public has 


become accustomed to the harsh and posibility unfair 
designation of "gasoline trust" in speaking of the 
producing companies. Throughout the nation there 
lias been a generally accepted belief that control of 
the industry has rested in two or three hands—mak- 
ing- it easy to control output or production, and to 
regulate its flow to market. 


But the greatest organization in the field says 


no 


" In no business is there greater competion. it as- 


serts with the result that the market has become 
demoralized from a large oversupply of gasoline from 
the producing fields of California and from other 
sections of the country. 
The result is cheaper 


gasoline to gladden the hearts of hundreds of thous- 
ands of automobile owners in every section of Amer- 
ir-a 
Until these surplus stocks are used, it is to 


l,o believed, the public will continue to benefit from 
the mistake which the producers and the refiners 
made in flooding tho market With a larger quantity 
of gasoline than it can consume. 
The Standard Oil 


company pointed to this situation as an illustration 
of the natural operation of the law of stfpply and de- 
mand. 
-And so it is in a limited sense, but at this 


lime it might be well to point out there are certain 
inherent conditions in the gasoline industry and like- 
wise in the manufacturing field which the farmers 
of Nebraska and of other central western states do 
not onjoy. 
The law of supply 
and demand may 


operate for a certain period of time to depress the 
price of the commodity in A-hich they are interested 
l,ut it requires only a few vigorous measures to cor- 
rect the situation. 


The gasoline industry figured upon a consump- 


tion 2S.56 percent greater than it has actually been 
according to the statement 
of the 
Standard Oil 


company. 
Roughly an average of 200,000 barrels of 


prasoline has been produced each day in excess of 
•nhat -.-as actually required. 
The 
estimate 
was 


prepared from the figures of 3024. with allowances 
made for what was expected to be an increased de- 
r.aml. 
All through tho summer the actual con- 


sumption of gasoline -uas lower than had been an- 
ticipated. 


The gasoline operators at this time now take 


stops to avert further losses. 
Production has been 


slackened in all of the fields. 
Less gasoline is 


being produced for market than a month ago while 
Iho accumulated surplus stocks are being sold. When 
these supplies have been used then the price of 
gasoline will mount, and it will cost the public mor 
to operate its automobiles and its gasoline engines 


The farmer plants his acres and trusts to his sea- 


sonal chances. He may have plenty of rainfall and 
sunshine to mature his crops under ideal conditions 
and all of his associates m asriculture nay have 
shared in his good/fortune. But he cannot say hov 
nmrh lus land shall produce. It may he a full crop 
or it may be a ,-nmpI"'o f»:lure. 
Fur three, four o 


five -,ears the favorable seasons may continue ano 
bring forth record jields of all crops. lie cannot 11 
tho same degree depend upon an even, tnvariatd 
production. If he knew so many acres would bring 
forth so much wheat or so much corn, or even coult 
lorm an approximate estimate of production, h 
might apply tho same process to restricting overpro 
duction and thus preventing- the price depression of th 
things he has tc sell. But he cannot be certain c-t 
anything and as a result he usually plants all of his 
land. 
That Is the one element in farming which 


makes it different than all other Industry and busi- 
ness. In agriculture the law of supply and demand 
comes nearer to operation under natural conditions 
without any icstraining human agencies. 'If for 
instance, in tho gasoline industry, production was 
continued under tho coditions that govern agricul- 
ture gasoline would continue to be a drug on the 
market for a -very considerable period for 
enough 


fields liavc been developed to produce a great deal 
moro than tho United States can possibly use. But 
tho producers have an artificial remedy in their 
own hands and they are not hesitating to make use 
of it. 
The law of supply and demand -inly operates 


against the oil companies when they ovtr estimate 
(ho amount of gas tho American people -will reed. 


WHO PAYS FOR THIS VACATION? 


One hundred and fifty thousand men in Penn- 


sylvania are goiiig on vacation. 
They expect to be 


absent from their jobs at least three weeks, but it 
may be three months, or even longer. 
The pos- 


sibility exists that the vacation may be a permanent 
one- f>ir many of their number. 
But, anyway, they 


have decided 1o take, some time off. 
They don't 


expect to lose anything by stopping work, because 
they think they can make somebody else pay for 
the lost time. 
That is what the anthracite coal miners' strike 


amounts to, in a few words. The men employed in 
this industry have had things their own way for so 
long that they think they can force other laboring 
people throughout the country to pay them still more 
irlbute and continue supporting them in idleness 
for a large part of each year. 
Already overpaid 


in comparison with most other lines of industrial 
employment, and grown arrogant because of their 
previous successes, they have made and are insist- 
ing upon new demands more extravagant than ever. 


In the past, whenever the coal miners took a j 


•vacation the whole country had to pay the bill. They ' 
always came back to work on a higher wag* ncale, 
after the mine owners had succeeded In scaring con- 
sumers with the prospect of a shortage and forced 
prices up sufficiently to cover the wage Increase 
two or three times over. 
There seemed to be a 


sort of understandingr between the employers and the 
miners that by staging a quarrel every so often and 


" pulling off a strike both sides could feather their 


nests at the expense of the public. 


The cry of "WolZ, wolf" 1 as been raised so often, 


however, that It has lost some of its terrors. Per- 
haps this time it will be disregarded by t.ho country 
at largo. 
If so, the miners are likely to find that 


the wolf has really come at last, with nobody to 
help them withstand bts onslaught.

portion of the Indians in New York state. How long 
will it be before the million naturalized residents of 
.hat state have been brought to American citiz?n- 
ihip? That is, how long will it be before they ceaso 
o speak their own language and tak? on chat oi 
:heir fellow citizens? 


Far too much is spoken of 100 per cer t Ameri- 


canism. The expression has become a byword and 
ew know what thpy mean by saying it. But this 
record of ineffective naturalization work with a hand- 
ful of Indians is serious and calls for something very 
much like the 100 per cent brand. If New York can 
do no better with her million Europeans, two cen- 
turies from now will see the same old foreign dis- 
tricts and men who are willing to follow the crude 
ivays of their European forefathers to gam a meagre 
.iving.

Shipments of early Nebraska po- 


tatoes are 70 per cent larger than 
last year's movemsnt to date and 
prices to growers this year have 
been exreptionally good, A. E. An- 
derson, federal and state crop sta- 
tistician, said Monday. 
"Early Nebraska • potatoes 
are 
moving rapidly at good prices," Ins 
report said, "as compared to last 
year when the movement was slow 
and 
prices low. Potatoes 
have 
averaged $2.30 per hundred pounds 
and shipments to date exceed 300 
cars with a total Income to farm- 
ers of $170,000." 
JLast year, 
Mr. Anderson said. 
prices were so lov.- that potatoes 
were hardly worth harvesting and 
this resulted in a decrease of 1,200 
acres in the early Nebraska potato 
crop. Yields in general are some- 
what better this year. 
Irrigated 


fields in the Kearney district are 
yielding heavily while dry land po- 
tatoes are relatively poor. 
Early Nebraska potatoes usually 


come on the market after most of 
the Kansas and Missouri crops are 
moved. The latter area was short 
and marketed a 
little over half 
the number of cars sold last year. 
This resulted In a heavy demand 
for the Nebraska 
crop and aided 


prices. 
The prospects for the late com- 
mercial crop in western Nebraska 
were given as good. Present indica- 
tions the report said, are that 
prices will be very good due to the 
short crop in the leading late pota- 
to states. The farm crop 
of pota- 
toes in eastern and southern Ne- 
braska is poor this year and there 
should be a heavy 
local demand 


for the western Nebraska supply.

Browne Says That Stock 
Provision Should Have Been 


Statutory If At All.

The question of whether no-par 


to bo embodied 


stock should be permitted or pro- 
hibited lu Nebraska, or any state, 
is not a question 
in the cviistltutiv 
in Nebraska but should be con- 
fined to statute. This opinion was 
expressed by Thome A. Browne, 
chairman of the Nebraska railway 
commission, in an a'ddress pre- 
pared for delivery before the Amer- 
ican Bar association meeting here 
today. 
The constitution of Nebraska for- 


bids corporations of that state from 
Issuing no-par stock. This new 
provision, Chairman Browne said, 
was not carried in the fundamental 
law of the state prior to 1920. 
"Whether we agree that no-par 


stock solves many corporate prob- 
lems and should be fostered, or find 
ourselves very hostile to the idea, 
we can all agree- that this pro- 
vision ought not to be in a state 
constitution," he asserted. 
"It is a 
matter that should have been con- 
fined to statute. 
"Something more than a prima 


facie case appears to be already 
made out for no-par stock. Some- 
thing like 35 states have given their 
approval, some with lavish liberal- 
r.j and some with niggardly hand.
